This mixing of dates 
has already led to confusion and misunder- 
standing. and may result in the disfranchise- 
ment of hundreds of legal voters. The fact 
that most of the complaints of these illegal 
and misieading notices come from the respect- 
able wards lends color to the charge against 
the At best they can plead nothing 
better than inexcusable and shameful negli-

u another way, unless men are keenly on 
the alert, hundreds of voters may be deprived 
ol the right of suffrage. Since the election of 
last fall 101 new election precincts have been 
made by the division of precincts which have 
outgrown the legal size. In this division new 
boundary lines have been made on various 
streets. In such cases it is the duty of the 
Fiection Com missioners to transfer voters in 
the divided precincts to their proper places 
on the register. But, as Chief Clerk Taylor 
admitted yesterday, in many cases gross 
errors have been made in this work. Inu the 
Fourteenth Ward, for example, a whole street 
has been left out in the distribution. Men 
living on this street are at present in no voting 
precinct whatever. Scattermg cases of the 
same kind exist all over the city. Voters liv- 
ing in newly-formed precincts should go to 
the Election Commissioners’ office and see 
that their names are properly placed on the 
registers, In this way only can they be as- 
sured that their votes will not be denied them 
on election day.

NINE EMPLOYES OF TAQOMA RESTAU- 


An Unlocated Leak, Probably Caused by 
Digging a Hole in La Salle Street Kesults 
in a Rush of the Noxious Fluid Into the 
Kitchen of the Eating House—Chef and 
Cooks Suffer First—Attempts at Rescue 
Result in Others Being Overcome—Two 
May Die from the Effects of the Gas. 


Nine people were overcome and rendered 
unconscious by gas which leaked into the 
Tacoma restaurant in the basement of the 
Tacoma Buildmg at Madison and La Salle 
‘streets early yesterday morning. Two of them 
will likely die. Those overcome were:

Miller was still unconscious last night and it 
is feared that he will not recover. 

From the kitchen stiil came the whizzing 
sound which first attracted Lloyd's attention 
and it was soon disvovered that the noise was 
caused by gas which was pouring into the 
kitchen, but every attempt to locate the leak 
was foiled by the gas. Mr. Story says that 
he felé sure the leak was caused by the work- 
men in the street and gomg to them asked 
them to shut it off. A manhole cover was 
raised and the fow of gas began to stop, but 
it Was 5:30 o’clock last night before the res- 
taurant was free from gas.

Fortunately the gas did not get a 
chance to explode; if it had I beheve it would 
have blown the building down.

The Chief of the Ki- 
owas has arrived at Tahlequah for assistance. 
He is not in sympathy with the uprising and 
cannot control his tribe. The Missouris and 
Otoes have been running wild in blankets for 
werks declaring against further invasion by 
whites. Chief Kirwin of the Kiowas, who is 
at Tahlequah, says that assistance must come 
at once or the whites will be massacred.

All Europe is knock- 
img atthe door with shiploads and carloads 
of exhibits. The rush from abraad is grow- 
ing in proportions every day, and the Major 
has his hands full. At present there are on 
the grounds 60,000 packages from foreign 
countries. Some packages fill a car while 
others oceupy three and four cars. Each 
article, without regard to size or weight or 
the ae of — it — is called a pack -

One hundred cars, filled with thousands of 
boxes of exhibits from that country, are now 
on the way from Baltimore. One German 
iron firm, the Brothers Stumm, have already 
delivered fifty carioads of their own exhibits.

Great Britain and France are beginning 
to move onthe Fair gates in force. In ad- 
vance of the exhibits many costiy show-cases 
arrive and are placed in position. 

All the material is in good order. The King 
of Bavaria has sent four packages to the Fair 
valued at $37,000. It is mostly silk embroid- 
ery. This, along with Ceylon jewelry and 
ivory, is placed in the Exposition vaults at 

resent. Spain is deginumg to show her 
eae Among the hundreds of cases from 
that country are 376 packages of wines and 
preserves. By May 1 a rough estimate values 
the foreign exhibit on the grounds at $20,000,- 
000. This is far beyond mber estimates. 
Today the warehouses are practically empty. 

Maj. Brackett said yesterday that the 
foreign will be in much better shape than the 
domestic exhibit May 1. Those foreigners 
have gone at the businessin a methodical 
manner and have built from the foundation 
up. Europeans alone sent 100,000 valuable 
show cases in advance. Each foreign ex- 
hibiter is fixed to take care of his goods ina 
hurry. ‘The foreigner is taking an active in- 
terest in the Fair and as soon as he learns 
what is wanted goes and does it. There have 
been no withdrawals and the Commissioners 
have worked hard.

STATE BUILDINGS PROGRESSING, 


What Will Be Shown and How Far They 
Are Advanced. 

With few exceptions the State buildings 
will be finished, furnished, anc ready for the 
reception of visitors May 1. New York, 
Maine, Kentucky, Texas, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Washington, California, Missouri, and the 
Territory of Oklahoma are considerably be- 
hind, but the contractors on all except New 
York, Maine, and Oklahoma say they 
will de ready on time. Only in a small 
number of these buildmgs will there 
be any attempt at making exhibits. As 
the rules of the Exposition prohibit displays 
of manufactured articles States that pro- 

domg anything at all will confine their 
shows to educational works, historical relics, 
zodlogical collections, and mineral products, 
and there can be no excuse for delay in receiv- 
ing and installing exhibits. A brief description 
of the several buildings will serve tos how the 
condition they are in at present. 

For the Eastern States. 

Connecticut’s building is a type, architectu- 
rally, of the early Connecticut house. It oc- 
cupies seventy-two square feet of ground, and 
looks across the road at Iowa. It has twelve 
rooms, two great halls, and a court stair-case. 
The building is of wood, with verandas on front, 
sides, and rear. The windows are shielded by 
old-fashioned green shutters. The whole 
structure was put up in a substantial Mi

The Massachusetts Bui is completed 
and waiting to be occupied. Two men were 
at work yesterday painting the chimneys and 
roof projections. They said that the furni- 
ture and draperies could be put in at any 
time. It is one of the handsomest buildings 
on the ground, colonial in style, with a broad 
veranda running around three sides. 

The New Hampshire Building is situated 


south of the Connecticut Buildmg, and is of 


the conventional cottage style of architecture. 


The lower story is of native granite, the upper 


of wood. It is practically finished and if 
necersary could be made ready for occupancy 
in two days. The interior decorations are 
simple and pretty. 

Rhode Island’s building is completed, 
locked up, and waiting for the State’s repre- 
sentatives to come along and furnish it. This 
structure is modeled after the State House at 
Montpelier, nearly square, and two stories 
high. It stands next to Massachusetts, on the 
north side. N 

Vermont's, the smallest in the entire list of 
State buildings, is nearing completion and will 
be ready for occupancy by May 1. Three 
artists, modelers in staff, are now engaged put- 
ting up figures and other exterior decorations. 
There will be no exhibits in this building. It 
is to be a sort of club-house, where Vermont- 
ers at the Fair cay meet, rest, and chat. 


The Eastern States. 


Delaware’s Queen Anne building has been 
com pleted, closed, and deserted. Its size and 
general arrangement indicate that the uses 
to which it will be put forbid the introduc- 
tion of exhibits, 

New York’s great white edifice is far from 
being finished, and the foreman in charge of 
a good-sized force of mechanics made the 
statement that it would require at least two 
months’ time to get through. Owing to delay 
on the part of the interior decorators the ban- 
quet hall is still filed with scaffolding. It is 
expected the decorators will arrive next week. 
After they get out of the way the floor layers 
will get possession, and as the floor is to be of 
herring bone the work of putting it down will 
necessarily be slow. The State Commission- 
ers will move in next week. The interior 
finish and decorations of this building are on 
the most elaborate scale. The furnishings 
will also be of the finest quality. The lower 
rooms are also in an unfinished condition. 

The New Jersey Building will be a histor- 
ical object study—it being an exact reproduc- 
tion of Washington’s headquarters at Norris- 
town. The building is 30x85 feet, has three 
large rooms below and six above, The decora- 
tions will be as near like those of the Norris- 
town headquarters as it will be possible to 
make them. This building will be ready 
in three weeks. All the material of which it 
is constructed is from New Jersey, and the 
labor is from the same State. After the Fair

The Pennsylvania Building, the only State 
structure constructed of brick, has long been 
completed. It will be furnished in a few days 
and occupied by the State Commission. As 
tna building was entirely deserted and the 
doors locked no information could be obtained 
as to it# interior arrangement and finish or 
whether it will contain exhibits. 

Of the Central States, 

Illinois’ great building, in general resem- 
blance and architectural style a model of the 
State-House at Springfiela, is so nearly com- 
pleted that there is na doubt about the show it 
will contdin being ready for inspection by 
visitors on the first day of the Fair. All the 
leaky places in the roof have been repaired, 
painters are at work on the interior decora- 

: beoths, and shelves are being 

and the exbibits are coming in as 

rapidly as the railroads can be induced to 
move them. 

The Indiana Building will be ready to fur- 
nish in about two weeks. The tile floors are 
now being laid, door casmgs put on, and the 
interior decorators are at work. The upper 
flour of this building will be devoted te a State 
exhibit of historical relics. : 

Ohio’s building is receiving its finishing 
touches and will be completed within the next 
ten days. As the building is to be used exclu- 
sively as a clubhouse there will be no exhibits 
displayed. 

Michigan's State Building was a ted by 
the Commissioners Tuesday of this week, 
and will be dedicated with appropriate cere- 
monies about April 1. The first floor rooms 
are in an unfinished condition, but the State 
has a large force of mechanics. at 
work on them. It ig one of the 
buildings originalin design, and makes a 
showy appearance. The ground floor rooms, 
surrounding a large central rotunda, are be- 
ing finished and will be furnished in suites by 
three cities of the State—Grand Rapids, Mus- 
kegon, and Saginaw. The second floor will 
be devoted to an exhibit of special products 
aud the third to sleeping apartments for em- 
ployés. 

From the Southern States. 

Visitors to the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion can have it to say after they return that 
they saw Mount Vernon, the home of Wash- 
ington, although they never trod Virginia soil. 
The State building of the Old Dominion is an 
exact counterpart of the home of the Father 
of his Country, even to the little kitchen and 
walk, and the servants’ house, as they appear 
yon the bank of the Potomac.. The build- 
ing is conspicuous in the great cluster of 
State buildings by reason of ita modest x- 
terior. To make it more interesting the ladies 
of the Mount Vernon Association have con- 
sented to the removal of many of the articles 
in the old homestead. The building is nearly 
ready for furnishing. 

The Arkansas Building is complete and the 
exhibits to bedisplayed in it will arrive here 
in plenty of time to be arranged long before 


ay 1. 

The Florida Building, a reproduction of 
old Fort Marion at St. Augustine, has long 
been completed. Its doors are locked and 
there was no one about the place yesterday 
authorized to say anything regarding the 
exhibits to be made. 

The Kentucky 2 a structure almost 

as large as the New York Building, is in 
course of erection. It may be completed on 
time. As the State proposes to make quite 
an extensivé exhibit of novelties and prod- 
ucts, among other things a model reproduc- 
tion of Mammoth Cave, the building will prob- 
ably nut be ready to open in cumplete shape 
1 the middle of May. However, there 
i large force of men at work on it, and 
they are pushing the construction as rapidly 
as possible. 
The State of Louisiana is away behind. al- 
though the men engaged in the construction 
of its building say they will be in good shape 
for the opening. The building 1s inclosed 
and will be finished just as rapidly as a large 
torce can do it. : 

The Maryland Building is completed, with 
the exception of the interior decorations, and 
the artista employed to do that work wiil ar- 
rive early next week. 

The building of the State of Texas will not 
be ready. The structure is not sufficiently ad- 
vanced to admit of any description in this 
connection except to say that in point of di- 
mensions it is commensurate with the great 
Commonwealth which it will represent. 

J. S. Silsby, architect of the West Virginia 
Building, says the furniture and furnishings 
can be put in next week. Interiorly this will 
be one of the most attractive buildings on the 
grounds. The entire upper story is in one 
large room, will be beautifully decorated, and 
may be used as a ballroom, banquet hail, or 
assembly chamber. material used 
furnishing purposes throughout the structure 
comes from the State. A few special exhibits 
of minerals will be made. 

The Northwestern States.

Colorado’s building is finished and thedoors 
are locked.

As the greater rtion of 
Colorado’s exhibit will bein the Mines and 
Mining Building the State building will be 
used chiefly as a social rendezvous of the 
people of that State. 

curious looking structure not far from 
the Woman’s Building and covering a large 
area, and reminding the beholder of the days 
of the old missions, is the buildmg in which 
California will show its wonders. is 
nothing like it, architecturally, on the grounds. 
It is 445 feet long, 145 feet wide, and to the 
top of the central dome it is 114 feet 6 inches. 
It is flanked with white domes, and 

entrances aud the o are 
unique. In the north e are the 
wine cellars. The parlors and  recep- 
tion rooms are in the south end, while 


the great flour space between will be given to 


the exhibit of the wonderful fruits of that 
land whose history is like a romance. The 
whole structure is of pine and staff. A good 
deal of work remains to be done in this build- 
ing, but a few weeks will change its appear- 
ance materially, and by that time the prod- 
ucts will have commenced to arrive be 
put in place. 

Chicagoans who used to go to Jackson Park 
to look at the lake will remember the pa- 
vuion that stood on the edge of the artificial 
beach. It was the trysting-place of the park. 
By some sort of arrangement this pavilion of 
gray stone fell to the lot of Iowa, and by that 
State it haa been transformed into one of the 
most attractive spots on the inclosure. One 
end of it has been 80 changed as to 
make it look like a French villa. 
The other end is being decorated now for an 
exhibit hall by the cereals and minerals of the 
State. The entire building is 125x175 feet.

music. an floor ig an 
asseinbly-room, where res will be deliv- 
ered, conferences held, and—this confidential- 
ly—occasionally an old-fashioned Iowa dance 
will be given, money musk and the old Vir- 
ginia reel being the only numbers. On the 
walls of this assembly-room will be exhibits 
and pictures of Iowans, and about the room 
statuary representing the industries of the 
State, and also a collection of Iowa women’s 
needlework. There is a room set aside 
for the State Historical Society. On 
the pilasters of the fireplace in the 
press-room are cut in stone the 
names of the pioneer papers of the old Ter- 
ritory, when it belonged at various times to 
several Western States. In the working-room 
vf the press of the State will be cots, easy 
chairs, desks, and a library of reference books, 
In the exhibit room, the decorgtion of which 
is almost finished, are panels, friezes and 
columns made of every cereal of the State. 
Some of this work is done as ar- 
tistically as any mosaic work in 

reater and more pretentious buildings. 

n the center of the hall will be a miniature 
representation of the handsome State Capitol 
at Des Moines. This will be made of 2 
and steel and will cost 510.000. It will be 
lighted and the interior of the miniature will 
show an exhibit of every ce mineral 
in the State. The entire decoration and ex- 
hibit will be finished within two weeks. 

The building of the State of Kansas from an 
architectural standpoint is sui generis. But 
in this respect it is like the State itself. It 
will be the interior of the building, bowever 
which will attract and hold interest, Most of 
its exhibit has been left to the Kansas State 
University, which is now putting in place a 
collection of the largest mammals known on 
the North American Continent. These will 
not stand stiff. legged, as is the case in 
such collections, but will be arranged in 
groups as they appear in their respective 
homes. One hundred and five of these ani- 
mals are in the collection, It includes buffa- 
lo, moose, deer, Rocky Mountain sheep—in 
fact, the kingdom of animals from the prairie 
dog to the largest bull moose known, which 
stands seven feet. The floor space containing 
this exhibit has been so arranged that it is 
undulating and abounds 1n plains, mountains, 
and crags, and bunch grasses and buffalo 
grasses from the soil of the Northwest make the 
appearance strikingly realistic. To make the 
scene more natural a panorama of landscape 
will be suspended from various points which 
will intensify the interest. In this respect the 
interior of the Kansas Building will be unlike 
that of any other on the grounds. Added to 
this will be an exhibit of the cereals and fruits 
of the Sunflower State, and the panel work 
will be of corn, wheat, and oats, instead of 
fresco. An interesting feature will be the old 
horse Comanche, the only horse that survived 
the Custer Massacre. He lived tu be 31 years 
oid and died at Fort Riley in 1891, where he 
had been cared for for fifteen years. He re- 
ceived seven wounds in the massacre. The 
building is finished, and the decorations and 
arrangement of the mammal collection is go-

The German Building is now approaching 
completeness. It is most pretentious 
structure of its class in Jackson Park. It 1s 
constructed in a substantial way of brick and 
tile. The interior is beimg elaborately deco- 
rated. same munificence whi has 
marked all the plans of Germany at the Ex- 
position is displayed in its buildmg. The 
grand hall will, oe oa be unequaled in the 
cuostliness and beauty of decoration. Work- 
men were engaged yesterday in putti on 
the finishing touches to this grand ball. 
There 1s yet a great deal of work to be done 
on the structure, and there is slight margin 
for rest in the remaining forty days before 
the opening. 

The building of the French Republic is 
nearly as far along. Its interior is now being 
plastered. The beautiful court, which is to be 
the central feature of the French structure, is 
still to be leveled and platted. The January 
cold came just at the time when it caused the 
greatest delay here, and only by incessant 
endeavor has the loss been partially made up. 

Close by the French Building the founda. 
tions have just been laid for the odd struct- 
ure which will give Ceylon a home. The tim- 
bers for this building were shipped direct 
from Ceylon to the Fair fully prepared to be 
put in place. They were being unloaded from 
the cars yesterday under the eyes of customs 
officers. The Ceylon Commissioner, who has 
taken right hold from the day of his arrival 
here, was suverintending the work. A large 
model was at hand and a half dozen natives 
were ready to throw the timbers into a build-, 
pe, ip ere much ado.

On 
the other hand a fortnight of clear, bright 
days will make most of them superior to 
hindrance from bad weather thereafter. 


WILL BE A PANORAMA OF NATIONS, 


Many Races and Tribes Will Find Homes 
on Midway Plaisance. 

The beauty and even the convenience of 
broad Midway plaisance as a drive and inter- 
link between „bark swards is a reminiscence, 
but by the time the summer beams its unob- 
structed stretches of green fringes to a terra 
cotta boulevard will be more than compen- 
sated for, temporarily at least, by picturesque 
successions of domes, towers, and minarets, 
and the quaint temples, villages, and costumes 
of a multiform population and strikingly 
contrasted civilizations. For the Mid- 
way plaisance durmg the months of the 
Exposition will be the home of races and 
tribes heretofore unknown even in this cos- 
mopolitan City of Chicago. The Orient will 
mingle with the Occident, and the Indian of 
the Black Hills and the Bad Lands will shake 
hands with the Indian of the Himalayas. 
It will be more kaleidoscopic in its 

rocession of nationalities and changing 
— of habits, manners, and costumes than 
the boulevards of Paris and will illustrate (for 
the time being) thes lidarity of the peoples, 
and the charity of religions. The cross and 
the crescent willbe illumined at the same 
time and  egually by “resy-fingered 
morn,” while Diana, the brazen heathen- 
ess, on to of Agricultural 
Building will rejoice in the same golden light. 
Orisons of praise and petitions for blessings 
and forgiveness will be offered to the one Su- 
preme Creator in various tongues and atti- 
tudes from the gate of the World's Fair to 
the arch at Cottage Grove avenue.

The best point from which to take a glimpse 
at present, of this stretching annex to the 
World’s Fair is from the elevated track of the 
Illinois Central railroad.

No building 1s complete and many of them are 
but the ugly outlines of bare framework. 

There is enough of variety, however, in 
partly completed and colored and gilded tur- 
ret and dome and thatched and slated roofs to 
make the perspective attractive. But to en- 
joy the scene one must not look downwards 
for the highway was fetlock deep in mud an 
each side of it was littered with disordered 
piles of building material. 

What has already been done towards the 
completion of the panorama of nations along 
Midway plaisance can only approximately be 
— by a stroll from one end of it to 
the other. This journey a reporter for Tuz

West of this is a circular building for the 
presentation of a panorama of the Swiss Alps 
and west of this Turkish by „ & pecul- 
iar group of structures from the Orient. The 
mosques baZaar are almost finished, and in 
the latter rare rugs and tapestried are already 
displayed, All the other buildings of the vil- 
lage are in an unfinished condition, but it is 
claimed they will be completed in time. 

The German Village will prove oue of the 
most striking and attractive of all, and all its 
buildings are nearly finished ¢gxcept an old 
farmhouse from the Black Forest. The ma- 
terials for every structyre on the grounds were 
brought from Germany ready to be placed to- 
gether here. One of the most peculiar build- 
ings is a Westphalian farmhouse, thatched 
with straw some inches thick. The Mayor's 
house brought from Hesse is a large cottage 
with pointed roof and gables and covered 
with slate. A thatched farmhouse from the 
Spree Forest looks like a log cabin, though 
the logs are squared on the outside. There is 
also a farm-house from Bavaria, near one of 
the castles of the late mad King Ludwig. In 
the center of the village is the reproduction of 
the German castie of Wasserburg and west of 
it is the music pavilion, surrounded by a beer 
garden. In rear of the village, along the alley 
fence, will be thirty-five different little stores 
for the sale of goods from the fatherland. 

West of Woodlawn avenue is the unique, 
narrow, rambling, and crooked street of 
Cairo, None of the queer-looking buildings 
is yet completed. but the towering minaret on 
top of the mosque looms up striking and at- 
tractive. Besides the various shops on this 
street there will also be a theater and a hail 
for music and meetings, which an Egyptian 
workman said was the Sebil. 

Opposite Cairo is the Moorish palace, which 
is sure to command attention by its decorated, 
colored, and imposing front, with towers in 
the corners. Near this point in the center of 
the midway is to stand the Ferris wheel, which 
will circle in rotation to a height of 250 feet 
thirty-six cara, each carrying ninety pas- 

gers. foundations are only 
laid, and the huge scaffoldimgs stand- 
ing erect obstruct the view from either 
side of it.

Is READY FOR THE STAFF COVERING, 


Progress Made on the Children’s Building 
—Other Structures and Eaterprises. 

Betweer the Wuman’s Building and Horti- 
cultural Hall the Children’s Building is up, 
ready for the staff. It was not over two weeks 
ago when laborers struggled with the frozen 
earth laying the foundations. It is nota 
small affair by any means, but after what had 
been done the Construction Department re- 
garded it as a tid-bit. 

The big Choral Hall astonishes visitors by 
having wide rows of staff begin at the top and 
extend downward. Until visitors come to 
understand that staff is not what it seems they 
are at aloss to account for the construction 
of an apparently solid stone with such de- 
fiance of the force of gravity. T il be 
no difficulty in getting both buildings com- 
pleted in April. ; 

Over by the Fisheries Building there was 
ten days ago a spot which seemed v t. 
The framework ot a beautiful summer- house, 
with wide-stretching piazzas, now occupies 
that spot. Ten days hence its exterior will be 
done and the interior of a commodious café 
will be well along. 

In odd spots here and there the handsome 
booths where soda-water, pop-corn, and the 
like are to be sold are springing up, as the 
mushroom is currently reported to do. Fre- 
quently the Columbian Guard, which has 
nothing to do but to know what the yee 
are, gets puzzled in keeping track of ail 
new ones. 

The electric elevated railway, which is to 
give intercommunication in che park of mag- 
nificent distances, is some days behind the 
original plans, all on account of the cold win- 
ter, which completely stopped work. It had 
been calculated to have the road in opera 
by April 1, in order to accommodate the rap- 
idly increasing population of the park, but 
this is not now possible. Track is being laid 
on a part of the road, and trains will com- 
mence running by April 10. 

The landscape gardening of the park, some- 
thing that requires the most careful work, is 
wuch behind. The weather has been unin- 
terruptedly bad for it since winter began. The 
ground is frozen solid beneath and water- 
soaked above, and, while some efforts have 
been put forth to get the work into shape, the 
results have been unsatisfactory expen- 
sive. It is conceded that this feature cannot 
be perfected by the opéning, but the general 
visitor who is sot versed in landsca as 
works of fine art will not discover dit.

HARRISON’S BAD RECORD, 
Mr. Harrison aska tha voters to support him 
on account of his past record and then pro- 
ceeds to give them a garbled statement of 
that record. He omits some things, exagger- 
ates others, and seemingly makes deliberate 
errors concerning others, 
He says continually that the city was bank- 
rupt in 1879 when he was first elected. He 
knows very well that that was not the case. 
There was $600,000 in the treasury and two 
millions in uflcollected but collectible taxes. 
Those sums were far in excess of the indebt- 
edness of the city, which therefore was not 
bankrupt, That its finances were in such 
good condition was due to Mayor Heath and 
the reform Council. Itcan hardly be called 
honorable conduct to seek to deprive them of 
the credit which is their due. 
Mr. Harrison bousts generally of his finan- 
cial administration. So far as he was a close 
copyist of the policy of his predecessor it was 
measurably successful. Where it was deviated 
from failure ensued. That he left any money 
in the treasury was due solely to the fact that 
the Legislature against his effurts raised the 
saloon licenses to $500 and thus replenished a 
city treasury which the growing extravagance 
of the later years of Harrisonian administra- 
tion would otherwise have bankrupted. 
He says that he paved 200 miles of streets. 
They were paved by special assessment, and 
the taxpayers footed the bills, not he. He 
had an opportunity to show his efficiency as 
the head of the city government by keeping 
those streets and other streets clean. He 
failed todo so. They were dirtier under him 
than under any of his successors, The alleys 
were filthier then than now. Less was done 
towards the removal of garbage. 
of the city wus worse, 

Mr. Harrison tails to mention the Haymar- 
ket incident which was a notable feature of 
his last term. He does not tell the voters how 
he tolerated and cosseted the Anarchists, and 
permitted them to march unimpeded to the 
scaffold, when, had he chosen, he could have 
suppressed their madness long before it bore 
fruit in bombs, 

He tell the voters of his second election to 
on Mayoralty by an increased majority; 
ot his third election by an increased ma- 
jority —and then he jumps to two years ago. 
He has not a word tosay of the election of 
1885, when the stuffed and padded majority of 
1888 dwindled toa beggarly, fraudulent ma- 
jority of a hundred votes. The voters of 
1885, more familiar with his record than those 
of 1893, repudiated him, and it was only by 
fraud that he was enabled to remain in the 
Mayor’s chair. Two years later the people 
had become so familiar and so disgusted with 
his record that he did not dare to run again. 
When he appeals to that record now he trusts 
to the forgetfulness and indifference of the 
voters, and hopes that they will accept his ver- 
sion of it rather than look it up for them- 
sel ves. | 

Mr. Harrison says, that he will make the 
police force non-partisan as when he was 
Mayor before. It was then a drilled and 
discivlined political organization, used pri- 
marily for the benefit of Mr. Harrison, sec- 
ondarily for that of his party. It will be used 
for his purposes again if bo is elected. The 
Legislature has failed to pass the bill making 

Mayors ineligibie for mnmediate reélection, 
and, true to his past record,if chosen next 
month Mr. Harrison will be a candidate two 
years hence. The police force, instead of 
trying to keep the peace, will be working for 
him at the primaries, in cunventions, and at 
the polls. That was what happened in 1881, 
1883, and 1885. Do the voters wish to see the 
old methods reintroduced? If not they will 
vote for Allerton and aneconomic and effi- 
cient administration. 


„ RBAILROAD RATES TO THE FAIR. 

Interviews with railroad officials indicate a 
general determination on the part of mana- 
gers of the Eastern lines to charge full rates 
of fare to and from the Pair as long as possi- 
ble and only let them down in case they find 
the public will not fill their trains at the full 
tariff rate. One of them is quoted as saying 
that he is satisfied the lines will have all they 
want to do without making concessions, and 
that he does not believe one person in a hun- 
dred will stay away on account of being re- 
quired to pay full fare both ways. He says it is 
not the railroad fare that will keep people 
away. If they do not come it will be because 
they cannot raise the money for the total cost 
of seeing the Fair satisfactorily, and those who 
could not pay their way in Chicago would not 
come if the offer were made to furnish trans- 
portation free. He holds that the attendance 
from outside has been largely underestimated, 
and intimatesa conviction that the stock- 
holders of the lines would demand the resig- 
nations of any managers who did not get out 
of the traffic all the revenue it will bear. 

If this be the resolve it may have to stand till 
the policy is reversed by the logic of circum- 
stances. It is intimated that the determina. 
tion now to insist on high rates is in large 
part due to a conviction that practically it 
would be impossible during the Fair to raise 
rates from any basis, however low it might be, 
while it would be easy to lower them should 
that be deemed advisable. But in spite of all 
that is said to the contrary the official re- 
ferred to may be mistaken. He needs only 
to look at the history of railroad excursions in 
this country to see that his position is a false 
one, If not, why do the railroad managers 
find it advisable to grant excursion rates so 
freely and frequently as they do for travel to 
and from minor gatherings? It is necessary 
for the excursionists to spend money at the 
objective points in those eases, and whether 
they will spend that money or not often de- 
pends on the question if a few dollars can be 
saved from the ordinary rates for railroad 
travel.

The managers of the Western lines are re- 
ported to be of the opinion that in order to get 
a good Fair business it will be necebsary for 
them to reduce rates, Some of those lines have 
practically decided to run excursion trains at 
not more than one cent per mile each way, 
and to run regular trains at one ana a third 
rate for the round trip, Perhaps the men 
who are now talking for the Eastern lines will 
oome round to a similar view, after they have 
discovered that full rates do not bring in all 
the business they had counted on. They will 
then but repeat the experience of the men 
who bossed things on the lines which carried 
passengers to and from the Philadelphia 
Centennial gathering of seventeen years ago, 
and those who vainly expected the people 
would pay full rates to visit the Paris Ex posi- 
tion of four years ago, And inthis they will 
but verify the wisdom of a remark made 
many years ago to the effect that it is only the 
comparatively few wise men who are able to 
benefit by the experience of others, while the 
fools have to learn through suffering which 
might have been avoided had they consulted 
the teavhings of history. 3 


THE POLICE AGAIN in u POLITICS, 

When Carter H. Harrison was Mayor of 
Chicago the police force was converted into a 
mere electioneering agency. The police dur- 
ing his administration ran the primaries and 
in some wards managed the polls the day of 
election. In 1885 Harrison was counted in 
with the knowledge and by the connivance of 
the police officials over Judge Sidney Smith, 
who got a majority of the votes cast for May- 
or. Since that time there has been a contin- 
ually growing demand for the divorce of the 
police from politics. It was to a great extent 
heeded in Mayor Roche’s time, But during 
the Cregier administration the police depart- 
ment again became a political agency. Mr, 
Washburne was elected on a platform de- 
manding the divorce of the police from poli- 
tics. To the extent of his ability he has tried 
to give effect to that pledge. The proof of it is 
that more than half the officers of the force 
and fully 90 per cent of the patrolmen are 
Democrats now. Many of those who did po- 
litical duty under Harrison hold high rank in 
the force. Harrison is now appealing to them 
for political aid. He is holding out to them 
promises of promotion for political services 
rendered in his behalf. It is stated by one of 
the papers which usually supports the candi- 
dates of the party to which Harrison professes 
to belong that: 

Within the last week private letters and cam- 
paign documents have been sent to every station. 
To the older men who have been retired on pen- 
sions, itis claimed that Harrison has virtually 
promised reinstatement, saying that he would pre- 
fer to have the experienced veterans in control of 
the department. At the same time the younger 
men, anxious for promotion, have been led to be- 
lieve that they are slated for the important jobs 
in the department. Inspector Nick Hunt is the 
alleged candidate for chief under Harrison. and 
it is said he is working hard for the success of the 
regular ticket. 

If Mr. Harrison wins the police will again 
become a political agency. The officers will 
run primaries, bulldoze at elections, and work 
to secure the reélection of Harrison and his 
candidates. The partial reform accomplished 
in the department will disappear. The offi- 
cers instead of being guardians of the peace 
and preservers of law andorder will become 
mere ward strikers and political hustlers. 

There are many signs of return to the old 
methods. Captains and Inspectors who served 
under Harrison are out working—or, as they 
| would express it. plugging "—for him. Ev- 
| idence of their work ” is to be found in the 
swollen registration of the barrel-house and 
bummer precincts of the First, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-fourth Wards. If Harrison is 
elected Mayor it is absurd to look for honest 
registration and fair municipal elections dur- 
ing his incumbency of the office. Experience 
teaches this. 


WHO SHALL ASSESS CHICAGO PROPERTY! 

A gang of irrepressible tax devourers and 
political bandits are trying to capture the 
South Town Offices this year. They have 
nominated as their candidate William Fitz- 
gerald, whose election was attempted about 
eight years ago by one of the boldest and 
most rascally acts of ballot bürglary in the 
history of American elections. It was the year 
that Carter H. Harrison was counted in as 
Mayor over Judge Sidney Smith. The suc- 
cess of the ballot-box stuffing scheme in the 
case of the city election emboldened some 
supporters of Fitzgerald and they stole the 
town ballot-box of a precinct of the then 
Third Ward from a livery stable on Twenty- 
second street. The box was never found. 
Three of the burglars were indicted, and the 
one who was brought to trial was convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment in the State 
penitentiary. The two others fled ‘the city 
and have not since been heard of here. Fort- 
unately the votes had been counted before the 
ballots were stolen. The judges’ recollection 
of the count was taken as the basis of the re- 
turns, and Fitzgerald did- not profit by the 
burglary. 

He has been several times a candidate for As- 
sessor since, but not until this year has the 
Democratic gang had the brazen effrontery to 
nominate him. Perhaps they thought that his 
nomination this year would be in keeping with 
the nominations made for city officers at the 
Central Music Hall, where Fitzgerald himself 
was a leader of the successful faction of the 
gang. 

But what do the South Town voters and 
property-owners think of the nomination? 
The district which would come within the as- 
sessing jurisdiction of Fitzgerald, if elected, 
has about half of the taxable property of the 
city. It comprises the great hotels, the whole- 
sale houses, the large retail establishinents, 
the great office blocks, the banks, the street 
and steam railway termini, the loops, and 
depots. Can the election of a man of Fitz. 
gerald’s surroundings and antecedents to assess 
this property and the principal residence sec- 
tions of the city be viewed with satisfaction 
by property-owners of any party? — 

Last year the Democrats nominated for As- 
sessor Jacob W. Richards, an honest, careful, 
intelligent, good citizen. There was no seri- 
ous opposition to him on the part of the Re- 
publicans, The Republican press treated 
him generously. He waselected. His assess 
ment was honest and satisfactory. He was a 
candidate before the convention which nomi- 
nated Fitzgerald. The gang would not have 
him. He is an honest man and was there- 
fore objectionable. Will the property-owning 
Democrats support the man preferred to 
Richards by the rowdies, thugs, and groggery- 
keepers of the South Town, led by its most 
disreputable and violent members? 

As a Democratic contemporary, the Herald, 
puts it: 

Au Assessor of the South Town of Chicago 
should be a man of perfect honesty. He should 
know accurately the value of real estate. He 
should have an intelligent idea of persoual prop- 
erty values and of its actual ownership. He 
should understand the fine but important distine- 
tion which exists between mere securities and 
the actual property on which they are based, so 
that he will not assess both the property and the 
paper which in some form represents its value. 
But above all, to end as it began this description 


of an Assessor fit for his office, he should be su- 
perlatively honest. 


Such a man is Henry Best, the candidate of 


AMERICAN DEALERS AT FA FAULT. 

Tt is stated in a Washington dispatch 
it will be President Cleveland's policy in se- 
leeting Consuls, especially to South and Cen- 
tra! American countries, to pick out men who 
have exceptional business qualifications and 
possess sufficient trade iastinct to recognise an 
outlet for American merchandise and the 
ability to sid in working up a market for the 
product of American manufactories. 

There is nothing new in this, The Consuls 
who were appointed by the last administra. 
tion to positions in South and Central Ameri- 
ca were men who had trade instincts which 
enabled them to recognize outlets for Ameri- 
can merchandise, The reporte made by them 
to the State Department testify to that, If 
the American manufacturers had shown one- 
tenth the energy displayed by the commercial 
representatives of the government they would 
have established themselves firmly in the 
Latin-American markets. They did not seem 
to think it worth their while to take the trou. 
ble to adapt themseives tu the peculiaritics 
and to study the fancies of a new class of con- 
summers. 

The reasons why the exports of the United 
States to Latin-America are so smal! as com- 
pared with the imports are stated briefly in an 
article in the last number of the Quurterly 
Journal of Economics. One of them is the 
poor transportation facilities. The new steam- 
ship mail service, however, is doing much te 
remedy that drawback. The most potent 
reason is the ignorance and indifference of 
our dealers regarding the markets there,“ 
That is the burden of the song of all the Con- 
suls. Though the Americans have been told 
again and again just what to do to get new 
markets they pay no attention. The case is 
summed up thus: 

Manufacturers of other countries, especially 
England and Germany, expend infinite pains in 
producing goods exactly adapted to the South 
American market. They send out special agents 
to study the customs of the people, become famil- 
iar with their habits, and learn their peculiar 
whimis and fancies. Our manufacturers appear 
to give themselves little trouble in this direction, 
and apparently assume that the goods which suit 
North Americans should suit South Americans as 
well, To take the simple matter of packing —most 
of the customs duties in South America are levied 
on the kross weight pf the goods. European deal- 
ers take note of this, and pack in light but dura- 
ble cases ; American dealers, on the other hand, 
pack in the same heavy boxes that are used for 
the home trade. The result is that American 
goods are subject to heavier duties than Euro- 
pean. After the goods have been landed they fre- 
quently have to be loaded on the backs of mules 
and carried inland. For this pur European 
dealers put up their goods in small separate pack- 
ages, so that, when taken out of the shipping 
cases, they are ready.for the inland trip. Ameri- 
can dealers neglect this, and therefore their goods 
must bs repacked at the port of entry before go- 
ing inland. 

It will be seen that the great difficulty is 
that the Americans will not take trouble, and 
will not change their old ways of doing busi- 
ness. They are at fault and not their Consuis, 
The conclusions of the Journal of Economics 
are that 

Until the United States offers rarer opportani- 


ties for new or increased business than now, our 


manufacturers will spend little time in getting 
up special styles of goods for the markets of 
Buenos Ayres or Baranquilla. This means that 
for many years our exports to South America will 
be limited chiefly to the following: (1) Natural 
products, like petroleum, which are not produced 
in South America; (2) bulky manufactures, 7 
turuiture, for which we have a better supply of 
raw material than the commercial nations of 
Europe; (8) certain lines of manufactures, like 
locomotives, electrical supplies, and agricultural 
machinery, in which Yankee inventiveness, aided 
by special circumstances, has enabled us to sur- 
pass other countries; and (4) food products for 
the northern and western regions of South Amor 
ica. 

If this view is the correct one the discrep- 


ancy between the volume of exports and im- 
ports will remain. This country will supply 


to South and Central America only the arti- 


cles mentioned above, and Europe will supply 
athousand other articles, while this country 
will pay for nearly all its cane «ugar, coffee, 
rubber, etc., in gold or exchange. 


GRUMBLING DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES. 

There are good reasons for the protests of 
the town and Aldermanic candidates of the 
gang ficket at the manner in which they are 
treated by the gang’s candidate for Mayor 
and his special organ. They all contributed 
to his nomination. It was brought about by 
the same elements that nominated them, the 
ward heelers and toughs, the groggerykeep- 
ers, the City Hall contractors, and the polit- 
ical policemen. The gang Aldermanic and 
town primaries and conventions were con- 
ducted in the same irregular, rowdy, riotous 
way that the gang city primaries and the gang 
city convention were run. If the nominees of 
the gang city convention are worthy the sup- 
port of the gang organs and the gang orators, 
so also are the nominees of the gang Alder- 
manic and town conventions. But while Mr. 
Harrison exhausts himself in. praising the 
gang candidate for Mayor, and while his paper 
publishes columns of his fulsome and flatu- 
lent praise of that candidate not one line is 
printed in support or in defense of the Alder- 
manic or town candidates associated with 
him on the ticket and in the work of the 
primaries and of the convention. Mr, Fitz- 
gerald's friends and the friends of the other 
gang candidates are right in saying: This is 
unfair and un just. As one of them puts it: 

Mr. Fitzgerald worked hard for Carter. He 
spent his money for him. He has been nominated 
for South Town Assessor by the same kind of men 
who nominated Harrison for Mayor. He deserves 
just as enthusiastic support as Carter does from 
the Times. 

So he doés indeed. The fact that Fitzger- 
ald’s friends tried in 1885 to secure an election 
for him by ballot-box burglary and ballot-box 
stuffing should be no bar to his support by the 
Harrison organ. At that same time Mr. Har- 
rison owed his election as Mayor to successful 
ballot-box stuffing and ballot burglary. Har- 
rison’s friends succeeded. Fitzgerald’s friends 
failed, That was all the difference, It ws 
selfish in Harrison now to ignore Fitzgerald. 
It is ungrateful. The resentment of Fitzger- 
ald’s friends against Harrison’s friends is 
quite natural and will, no doubt, make itself 
felt. 

While Mr. Harrison will not say anything 
for the town and Aldermanic toughs he will 
say nothing against them. He says he wants 
an honest assessment, but he does not dare to 
denounce a worthless Democrat io candidate 
for Assessor. He says he wants an honest 
Council, but he does not lift a finger to de- 
feat a dishonest candidate for Alderman. He 
is liberal in generalities but stingy in details. 
The gang candidates who are grumbling 
ought to understand Mr. Harrison’s peculiar 
position and make allowances for it. He can- 
not afford to acknowledge them no more than 
to repudiate them. To do the one would be 
to repel every decent man.

culties in making later results harmon- 
ize with earlier ones. It might be 
woll for the incoming official to inquire into 
the measure of precision which the crop statis- 
ticians of some other countries have been try- 
ing for and their admitted inability to attain 
it. If he does so he will find that the men 
who figure on English crops do not now ex- 
pect their estimates to be correct within 1 or 2 
per cent, and sometimes they have appeared 
to be as much as 3 per cent wide of the mark. 
In the British islands the acreage may be said 
to be “known fo a dot, and the only element 
of uncertainty is the average yield. In the 
United States both of those facts are merely 
matters of estimation, and for the latter the 
inquiry coverg a far greater range of climate 
and diversity of sail than are met with in 
Great Britain, The returns of acreage to 
the bureau at Washington are only the 
results of moderately close estimation, 
and of the yield are simply à lot 
of gueases, many of which are entitled to be 
called wild ones. To suppose that these 
guesses can be aggregated so as to give a pre- 
cise average to be multiplied into an acreage 
that may bel per cent away from the truth, 
and the result of the multipligation be correct 
to within two or three bushels, is ridiculous, 
but that has been done at Washington time 
and again and the folly paid for with the 
money of the people. It should be about 
time to cease the repetition of such absurd- 
ities in crop statistics. 


Get Rid of Kunz.

IZED TO OONSIDER THEM. 


Baren de Courcelies Elected as the Pre. 
siding Oficer—An Adjournment Taken 
to April 4 to Permit the Members ‘to 
Examine the Arguments—The Freuch 
Government Supported by the Deputies 
~Paal Armand Challemel-Lecour Elect- 
ed to the French Academy. 


Paris, March 23.—The court of arbitration 
appointed to adjust the difficulties between 
Great Britain and the United States in relation 
to the seal fisheries in Bering Sea met today 
in the office of the French Foreign Ministry. 
All the members of the court of arbitration 
were present. 

M. Develle, French Minister of. Foreign 
Affairs, made a short speech welcoming the 
members of the court, the agents, and the 
counsel, The meeting was purely formal. 
Credentials were presented and the court 
organized by the election of Baron de Cour. 
celles as President. It was decided te meet 
at 11:30 a. m. each day and to sit for four 
hours and a half daily, the meetings to be open 
to members of the press, to whom cards 
should be issued. The court then adjourned 
until April 4 in order to examine the printea 
arguments of the United States and Great 
Britain which will then be presented, These 
printed arguments are to be submitted to the 
American Congress and to the British Par- 
hament probably next week and thén to be 
made public. : 

The debates of the Court of Arbitration will 
be held in the Euglish language and the jour. 
nal of the proceedings is to be kept in the 
French language, with an English version.

Residence of C. M. Gates at Irving Park Is

One of the finest residences in Irving Park 
was destroyed by fire early yesterday morn- 
ing.

The Chief Speaker Advocates a Ten Years’ 
Residence—Other Views.

Amnestied in 1859 he returned to his native coun- 
try and became a contributor to the lead- 
ing 8 and reviews. In 1888. in 
connection with Gambetta, Brisson, and others, 
he established the Revue Politique, and was pros- 
cuted by the imperial government for publishing 
a list of subscriptions for a monument to the 
Representative Baudin, who was killed on the 
barricades. On the fall of the empire he was 
nominated Prefect of the Rhone. This position 
he resigned in the following February. A year 
later he was elected as a Radical to the Chamber 
of Deputies fcr the Bouches du Rhone. In 1876 
he was chosen to the Senate by the same depart- 

In 1878 he became Minister to Switzerland, 
and from 1880 to 1882 served as Ambassador to 
Engiand. Afterwards he held the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs in the Cabinet-of M. Jules Ferry. 
He was one of the founders and is the chief editor 
of the Republique Francaise, one of the chief or- 
gans of public opinion in Paris.]

He began by alluding to 
the presence in the Chamber of the acquitted 
Deputies who had been on trial on the charge 
of accepting Panama bribes. 

I congratulate the Chamber,“ he said, on 
seeing certain members freed from the accu- 
sations presented against them and restored to 
their places. As to the case of Cornelius 
Herz the British Government has not opposed 
the extradition of Herz, whose state of health 
has alone prevented him from being brought 
up on extradition proceedings. I deprecate 
the continuance of this debate raised by the 
enemies of the republic, who are aiming to 
keep up the agitation until the general elec- 
tion. Republicans ought to foil their maneu- 
vers. 

The order of the day was adopted by a show 
of hands. 

There was another scene later. Jules 
Roche crossed the floor to where M. Bourgeois 
was sitting and reviled the Minister of Justice 
tor having advised that he (Roche) should be 
pr „ NM. Bourgeois made no reply, but 
maintained a stolid silence, and Roche re- 
turned to his seat.

Munger and Barrett Will Seek Redress 
Through the Courts. 


George K. Barrett and L. D. Munger, both of 
whom signed the application of Harry Leeming, 
the professional, for membership in the league, 
have been éxpelled from that body. The result 
was hardly expected, although everybody knew 
that the men would have to sail pretty close to 
the wind in order to retain their amateur stand- 


bout three or four months ago in a joking sort 
of a way Munger and Barrett, in order to test the 
worth of the system pursued by the official organ 
in publishing merely the skeleton of a man’s ap- 
plication—so it is said—indorsed Leeming, and 
without waiting the usual time were much 
amused to discover that he had been declared an 
amateur.

As it was not the province of the rac- 
ing board to handle such an affair the case was 
turned over to the membership committee, of 
which George C. Pennell is Chairman. Mean- 
while, Munger, realizing that he was in a prett 
tight place; at the suggestion of his lawyer and 
upon consultation with his friends, sent a mes- 
sage to the National Assembly in session at Phila- 
del hia expressing regret for the part which he 
had played. Barrett displayed no emotion what- 
ever. Leem was expelled. That was the first 
thing. Then charges were preferred against Bar- 
rett and Munger, and Mr. Pennell's committee be- 
gan to over évery inch of the evidence, con- 
cluding the other day that both of the men were 
guilty. 


This expulsion bars Barrett and Munger from 
all amateur events and is an open warning to all 
amateurs not to compete with them under pain 
of forfeiting their amateur standing. 

The case now assumes a civil aspect. Munger 
is of the opinion that the league has no right to 
eject him. Barrett, too, entertains the same no- 
tion.

REPUDIATS THE RULE 


THE LEAGUE MUST GO IT ALONE 
WITH ITS INNOVATIONS. 


The Local City League and Moat of the 
College Gabs Will Not Adopt the 
Change in the Pitcher’s Pusition—The 
Intercollegiate Association Will Likely 
Reject It Also and Untold Confusion 
Will Be the Resalt—The Amateurs Are 
Satisfied with the Present Rule. 


On the National League itself will devolve, 
most likely, the task of proving unaided the 
idiocy of its recent changes in the playing 


rules. . 

The amateurs want none of them from all 
appearances, The only change of any impor- 
tance is the placing back of the pitcher a trifle 
over five feet, This was done to increase bat- 
ting. The amateurs want no increase in bat- 
ting, as this means long drawn owt and tedi- 
ous games, with increased scores and inéreased 
chances for errors. 

The local City League has taken the initia- 
tive in the matter, and, while not definitely 
determined on, it is more than ptobabie that 
all the league games will be played 
under the old rules. There has been plenty 
of batting in City League games and no 
change is wanted. The bfotherhood thought 
more batting was needed, and provided it in 
the shape of a lively ball. The result was jun- 
hanaled scores, long drawn out and tedious con- 
tests, and increased errors. 

The league has always been followed with such 

blind confidence by thé smaller fry that it has 
never felt it worth ite while to consult any of the 
latter when it made an ant changes. 
It will not have wan followers in its present 
innovations. Yale College, as soon as the rule 
was passed, declared itself . to it and an- 
nounced that its games would be played under the 
old rules this season, As Yale dominates college 
athletics it is more than probable that the Inter- 
collegiate Association. will refusé to ratify the 
new rules and wilt decide to play its games under 
the old ones. 

The other colleges are all at sea. The Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania has gone to the trouble of 
writ to every ciuh with which it has games 
scheduled, asking for their views in the matter 
and announcing that it favors following the na- 
tional rules to the letter. 

It is really unfortunate that there sheuld be any 
division, as the greatest confusion is likely to fol- 
low. Amateur clu in &arrab games will 
have to come to an agreement on rules, and many 
a hitch is likely to oceur, In thé early days of 
the American Association itg rules differed some 
from those of the league, and such eonfusion was 
the result that it became imperative to adopt a 
uniform code of rules. 

There is no American r K now, but the 
best interests of the game would be served if all 
clubs, whether professional or amateur, played 
under the same rules.

The Western College Association Seems to 
Have Fallen by the Wayside. 

The Western College Baseball league has 
evidently gone to smash.

The time for the annual meeting to award the 
pennant for the preceding and to fx the sched- 
ule for the coming season was in February, but 
this year the Secretary failed to call the meet ing 
and the league is without a schedule, and the 
pennant for last spring which Lake Forest Uni- 
versity won has not been awarded, and from all 
that can be learned no action will be taken. The 
indirect cause of the league's breaking up, it is 
claimed, is the attitude of the Northwestern 
University at Evanston. It claims that the other 
members of the league are inferior to it in ath- 
letics, and that it desires to give all its time to 


the larger league, which embraces Ann Arbor, 
University of Wisconsin, and University of Min- 
nesota. 


Lake Forest’s athletic prospects, in spite of ad-

Miller, one of the boarders, discovered flames 
in the hall on the second floor, Escape by 
the stairway was eut off, so Mrs. Miller jumped 
from u second-story window to the groudd 
and gave the alarm.

VARIOUS NOTES FRUM WASHINGTON, 
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Gov. Altgeld’s Message to the General As- 
sembly Relative to Them. 

Sprincrie.p, III., March 23.—The following 
is the message in full submitted by the Gov- 
ernor to the General Assembly today: 

To the Honorable the House of Representatives: 
I respectfully call the attention of the General 
Assembly to the fact that we have a number of 
boards and officers in this State which have in the 
past drawn large sums from the public Treasury, 
and which now cost considerable to maintain, and 
which, so far as I can observe, are of but little 
use to the public. Among others I especially in- 
vite your attention to the following: 

First—The Fish Commission. This board was 
created in 1889 and has up to date drawn $85,496.34 
from tue State „and, however able the 
members may be and whatever the theory may 
have been which led to its creation, it is apparent 
now that the people of the State have at present 
very little to show for this large expenditure of 
money. The experiment has been tried suatliciently 
to demonstrate that it does not pay and as it 
costs the State on an average about $7,000 per 
annum to maintain the commussion I recom- 
mend that it be abolished and that the different 
‘county and township peace officers of the State 
be required to execute the law against the use of 
nets in the waters of the State. 

I also call attention to the fact that it now costs 
twice as much to maintain the Commission of 
Claims every year as to pay the total amount 
of claims that are annually proven against the 
State. In my opinion there is no necessity for 
longer continuing this commission. 

Further, we have nere inthe Capitol several 
large collections of valuable geological, horti- 
cultural. orthological, and other specimens 
which are of little or no use to anybody here 
and which cost the State considerable money 
every year to care for. The Secretary of State, 
who has charge of the Capitol Building, informs 
me that the room now occupied by these sbeci- 
mens is needed for other purposes. I recommend 
that all of the above specimens be placed in 
charge of the University of Illinois at Champaign, 
where they will be of service to the students and

Attorney Geeting Objects to the Exaction 
in Appealed Cases. 

Attorney John F. Geeting 1s at war with the 
existing practice of exacting costa in appealed 
cases, Mr. Geeting is attorney for the de- 
fendant in the cases of the County of Cook 
against Fred Nibbe, who is charged with a 
violation of the four-mile limit“ clause iu 
the charter of the Northwestern University. 
This clause fixes a penalty of $25 for each of. 
fense against any person selling liquor within 
four miles of the university. Fred Nibbe has 
asaloon at Niles Center, which is within the 
charter limit. Ten cases were brought against 
Nibbe. March 4 a fine of $25 in one case was 
imposed by Justice Kearney of Evanston. 
Changes of venue were taken to Justice Bou- 
telle in the other nine cases. 

Yesterday an appeal was taken to the 
Criminal Court, and the clerk demanded a fee 
of 86 in each case, Attorney Geeting refused 
to com ply with the demand, and after a long 
argument it was agreed that the attorney 
should submit a brief to Judge Dunne in or- 
der to test the legality of the fee. In ths 
brief the attorney holds that as the Supreme 
Court has decided that no advance costs can 
be required in * from tines imposed by 
Justices of the Peace in People’s cases, be- 
cause such costs cannot be recovered back, 
therefore the same ruling should be ap- 
plicable to all prosecutions, whether the 
prosecution be in the name of the People of 
the State or the People of the County. 

Besides attacking the fee system the brief 
also takes issue with the legality of the four- 
mile clause itself. The attorney seeks to 
prove that although the charter of the uni- 
versity is a vested right the tour- mile 
limit“ clause is of the nature of a general 
law. The general statutes of the State-of 
Illinois were reénacted in 1874, but Attorney 
Geeting claims that as the charter was not re- 
enacted at that time the four-mile limit” 


REPUBLICANS PREPARED TO FIGHT. 


Senafors Vote to Oppose the Democratic 
Reorganization Scheme. 

Wasarncton, D. C., March 23.—The Repub- 
lican Senators caucused today to determine 
their course on the question of the elective 
officers of the Senate. A compromise was pro- 
posed to the effect that the three officers 
nominated by the Democrats be permitted to 
qualify, but that the present officers remain 
undisturbed until Congress meets in regular 
session. By a practically unanimous vote the 
Republicans decided to reject all offers of a 
compromise and to contest the proposed re- 
organization. The caucus was largely attend- 
ed, but was of short duration. The vote taken 
was decisive. The Republicans assert that 
they are right, and when one of their leadi 
Senators was asked what it meant he — 
that it meant a fight to the finish.

The other tanners were thus out- 
generaled, and the Chicago men have kept on 
slaughtering — and tanning hides on a 
i le scale ever since. 
1 Dariianen, manager of the hide de- 
partment in Armour & Co.'s, says he does 
not beliéve the action of the packers had any 
weight with the promoters of the trust. I 
have just returned from Boston, said he. 
“Tt looks there as if the trust were a fact. 
We have not been invited to join the trust, 
but we expect to continue tanning our hides. 
“The peculiar conditions of the business 
have undoubtedly stimulgted the formation of 
the trust, said a leather dealer yesterday. 
„Skins, hemlock bark, and labor each are 
paid for in cash. The process of tanning 
takes four to six months. The product is 
then sold on four months’ credit. This re- 
quires a heavy capital, engenders sharp com- 
petition and close prices. The Eastern — 
ners haven't been making any money. . ey 
have simply combined for self-preservation.

LOCAL BUSINESS AND SOCIAL LETTERS.

Capt. McGrath Prepares a Careful Estimate 
of the Two Classes of Mail. 

An estimate of the proportion which private 
letters bear to business letters among those 
mailed in Chicago has just been prepared by 
Capt. McGrath, Superintendent of City Deliv- 
ery in the postoffice. In the report Capt. Mc- 
Grath calls attention to the area of sixty-two 
square miles covered by the general postoffice 
and substations. The business district, two 
miles square, is covered from the general 
office, the remainder of the territory being 
handled from eleven carrier statious. Con- 
cerning the mail matter originating here the 
report says: 

The total receipts for the year 1892 amounted 
to $4,266,167. Ot this amount the stations are to 
be credited with the sum of $584,492, showing that 
the central otfice receipts were $3,681,674. From 
the receipts at the central office there should be 
deducted for second class matter $314,935, and for 
third and fourth-class matter (estimated) 8250, 
289, these two items making the sum of $565,225, 
which, deducted from the total receipts of the 
central office, would leave $3,116,449, This amount 
would represent the postage paid on let- 
ters. It is reasonable, therefore, to pre 
sume that 80 per cent of the revenue for 
letters at the central office was for business let- 
ters exciusively, the postage on which would 
amount to $2,493,159, and 20 per cent for social let- 
ters, amounting to $779,112. The proportion of 
receipts for postage at stations would in my judg- 
ment be 70 per cent for social letters, amounting 
to $409,144. and 30 per cent for business letters, 
amounting to $175,347, making a total postage for 
business letters of $2,668,507 and for social letters 
$1,032,434.

This did not come from the President 
direct but from Mr. Gresham, who says that 
he wants both ‘Bob’ and Col. Grant to stay 
where they now are and thinks that the Amer- 
ican people want them to also.“ I think that 
Mr. Lincoln's law partner, Mr. Isham, has re- 
cently been informed that this is the purpose 
of the administration, and the belief certainly 
is general here that nothing but Lincoln’s re- 
fusal longer to serve will make it necessary 
for Presideat Cleveland to select some one for 
the English mission. 

What the Comments Are, 

This has occasioned more comment here 
than any other act of the President’s, exce 
ing the appointment of Judge Gresham for 
Secretary of State. It has bewildered the 
anti-snappers so that they seem unable to 
talk coherently upon any political matter.

But I hear that its opinion is something more 
than that which is based upon fear. be- 
lief exists that cholera is sure to make its ap- 
pearance here as soon as hot weather comes 
and it is thought that the seeds of the disease 
are already in the city. In the exchange I 
hear even more talk of the cholera than I do, 
of the financial condition.

SAFE IN PORT AFTER A STORMY VOYAGE. 


Pomeranian Reaches Halifax, Being Denied 
Tow by the Belgenland. 

Nzw York, March 23.—A dispatch from 
Halifax received this afternoon anhounces 
that the Pomeranian has arrived there under 
sail with all on board well. The report that 
the Allan steamer Pomeranian, which left 
this port March 15 for Glasgow, was disabled 
at sea was brought to this city by the Red 
Star line steamer Belgenland, Capt. Ehoff, 
from Antwerp. Capt. Ehoff says that he met 
the Pomeranian at 2:30 on tne 21st in latitude 
41° 50’, longitude 62. The Allan State liner 
was discharging signals of distress and was 
about five miles to the north when first seen. 
The couree of the Belgenland was changed and 
as it drew near the Pomeranian the latter 
hoisted three red hghts indicating I am not 
under control.“ The Belgenland steamed to 
within a quarter of a mile of the vessel and 
the Pomeranian followed up its orginal 
signals with the information, Have smashed 
piston,” and the query “Will you stand b 
and tow me?” To the latter the Bengen 
replied that it could not take itintow. It was 
blowing a fierce northeasterly gale at the time 
and there was an ugly toes to the sea. The 
Beigenland did not remain any longer in the 
company of the disabled craft. Capt. Ehoff 
says that his reason for not towing the dis- 
abled vessel was that the rules of his company 
forbid it.

Small Volume of Trade in the Board of 
Trade Markets, with Rather a Steadier

“The Board of Trade returns for February,” says 
the London Financial Times, again tell a some- 
what doleful tale. The decrease in the imports 
for the month amounts to no less than £5,119, 183.

Both as regards the month 
and the expired portion of the current year the 
outstanding featuresare heavy decreases in the 
values of ‘articles of food and drink’ and raw 
materials for textile manufactures,’ But there 
is a curious change in the proportion of losses 
under these beadings. In the former the decrease 
for February is £1,984,761, or nearly two-thirds of 
the total of 43.319.548 for January and Februar 
Uader the heading of raw material for textile 
manufactures, on the coftrary, February marks 
a loss of £1,757,779 out of .£4.800,372, or little more 
than one-third. 

As might be expected from the foregoing fig- 
ures the decrease in exports, which amounts for 
the month to £2,235.444 and for the two months to 
43. 6.129, is mainly attributable toa falling-off 
in the amount and value of yarns and textile fab- 
rics.
